An apparatus, comprising: 

first and second electrodes for disposition near the heart; 

an implantable pulse generator including pulse generator circuitry for delivering a 


defibrillation shock pulse to the heart; 

a conductive pulse generator housing enclosing the pulse generator circuitry; 

a programmable switch for connecting the first and second electrodes and the conductive 
housing to the pulse generator circuitry, wherein the switch is configurable so that a shock pulse is 
either discharged between the first electrode and the second electrode or discharged between the first 
electrode and the second electrode connected in common with the conductive housing.
